Elias F. Tairimokos, a lawyer and former deputy, was one 
of the founders of PERA, and Minister of Justice, Finance, 
and Social Welfare in PEEA. He was included in the Papan~ 
dreou Cabinet with four other left-wing members. In Vaecem- 
ber 1944, he resigned from ths Cabinet in protest against 
the Varkiza 4greemont. In Mey 1944, his party, ELD (Greek 
Popular Dewooracy), merged with SKS (Socialist Party of 
Grescs), forming a leftist coalition. 


Nikolaos Askoutsis, former Governor-General of Vrete, was in 
1941 one of the original members of EAM. He became Minister 
ef Commnicetions in PREA, and was one of the six left-wing 
membere of BAM included in the Cebinet of the Government in 
Bxile. He resigned in December 1944. Following tho December 
Snsurrection and the evdsequent reorgeniszation within BAM, he 
helped form the coelition between ELD end SKE.
